Frank Andronico Host for. 
Ballooner Reunion in SF 


A rapidly dwindling organiza- 
tion of men who manned the 
“Seeing Eye Elephants” in World 
War I will gather for their 39th 


annual reunion at the Sheraton- 
Palace hotel in San Francisco 
Thursday through Saturday, 
Sept. 17-19. 


The National American Associ- 
ation of Balloon Corps Veterans 
will be hosted by Nor-Cal Bed 
No, 8 and its Commander, Frank 
J. Andronieo of Berkeley, presi- 
dent of Park and Shop Markets. 
There are 20 “beds” in the na- 
tional organization, so named be- 
cause during the war the huge 
balloons were hauled in and 
“bedded” down each night. 

From: a membership of about 
3,000 in the 30's, anticipated at- 
tendance in San Francisco 
about 200 men in their 70th and 
80th years. Some will meet bud- 
dies or shipmates for the first 
time in 52 years; some, possibly, 
for the last time. 

Last Man’s Club 

A “last man’s club” (there can 
be no more because the observa- 
tion balloon, too vulnerable to 
attack by modern fighter planes, 
became obsolete before World 
War II), they have a bottle of 
1917 Kentucky bourbon in a safe 
deposit box to be used in a toast 
to their departed comrades by the 
last few survivors. 

For those unfamiliar with the 
unique branch of the service, a 
vital cog in the military machine

Infantrymen and artillerymen 
were not happy when a balloon 
company moved in. It meant 
drawing shell fire, especially if 
there was an enemy balloon look- 
ing down on them from across 
No Man’s Land.

Balloon Busting 

Both sides sent their best fliers 
to shoot down the sausages. ‘‘Bal- 
loon busting” was considered so

German balloons and six planes 
in 18 days before being forced 
down and dueling to his death 
with German soldiers on the 
ground.

Suecessful jumps from front- 
line 2balloons were made by 
124 American observers under 
attack. Many were given French 
medals, Fifteen received Dis- 
tinguished Service Crosses.
